Le Courrier de L’Ouest in com- 
menting on the opening of the Leg- 
islature regrets that not a single 
French-Canadian has a place there. 
Why should there be? No man 
should be debarred from a position 
of public trust on account of his 
race or religion, but it should be 
quite as clearly understood that 
these considerations should not be 
used to secure his advancement to 
such a position. From time to 
time attempts are made through- 
out the English Provinces to excite 


prejudice against a French and 
Roman Catholic premier. For 
these movements the Saturday 


News has the strongest contempt, 
believing as it does that Canadian 
statesmanship has seldom if ever 
reached a higher or broader level 
than it has in Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
But are such appeals as the Cour- 
rier makes in this instance, and 
such a campaign as it successfully 
conducted for the appointment of a 
French-Canadian Senator not an 
incentive to narrow-minded Iing- 
lish Protestants to maintain the 
strife which has already done the 
country so much harm.

Kieference was mace jest week 
to the slowness of the authorities 
at Gttaws in providing mail con- 
nection with the various towns be- 
tween Edmonton and Battleford. 
When the daily service starts on 
the C.N.R. next weel& there will 
only be a closed bag between these 
points. No post office has been in 
existence up to‘the present at the 
new town of Vegreville, though 
the greater part of a year has el- 
apsed since the old town site was 
left prac ically deserted. ‘The de- 
partinent! has now at last moved. 
The old naine will be retained by 
the olfl post office and the town on 
the railway is to be known as 
Poulin, It will be at least the 
first of May, however, before the 
mails are received by train, What 
valid excuse can the department 
give for this long delay ? 


The city engineer problem has 
been solved for the present year at 
least. ‘The Board has retained 
Mr. Hargreaves as public works 
commissioner at a salary of $2000, 
while an engineer will be engaged, 
who will be paid $3000. The 
solution met with the approval of 
ail the aldermen except Mr, 
Mays. ‘The best defence of the 
council’s action was that made by 
Mayor May and Ald. Griesbach. 
They made no attempt to defend 
Mr. Hargreaves. ‘he mayor dis- 


tinctly stated that he was strongly 


opposed to retaining him as engin- 
eer,, but both urged that it was 
necessary to get some work done 
during the present year, and that to 
do this the city would have to have 
Mr. Hargreaves’ services. Such 
an arrangement can only be tem- 
porary and while it continues can 
never be satisfactory. But under 
the circumstances it is probably 
the best that could be arrived at. 
If the councillors had faced the 
problem courageously at the first 
of the year, as the citizens had 
every reason to believe they would 
after the assurances given during 
the municipal campaign, no such 
temporizing would have been 
required. But now that spring is 
here, a new official, with all the 
responsibility thrust upon him on 
short notice, could not do himself 
or the city justice. Mr. Hargreaves 
presented a letter to the council 
protesting against the separation of 
the two offices, and urging that the 
work committed to him had been 
attended to as satisfactorily as could 
be expected from a man to whom 
such a multiplicity of duties had 
been given. ‘That he has had too 
much to do has been granted all 
along. But heassumed responsibility 
for it all and therein lay his most 
serious mistake. On the question 
of his qualifications the Saturday 
News does-not. feel competent to 
express an opinion, What it has 
had to recognize from the first is 
that the general public and the 
majority of the councillors long 
ago lost confidence in him. Teav- 
ing aside the point whether their 
opinion of him was justified or not, 
the duty of the council was clear, 
If we are to make a_ success of 
municipal government, we must 
have the city’s affairs conducted on 
as, good business principles as 
those which we apply to our own 
concerns. 


The Bulletin is attempting to 
make a public issue out of Com- 
inissioner Kinnaird’s refusal to let 


its reporter see the minutes of a 
special council meeting on Satur- 
day night. The aldermen held an 
informal gathering ot consider var- 
ious matters which it was deemed 
in the ipterests of the public to dis- 
cuss privately, and representatives 
of the press were not invited. 
Nothing that was done there bound 
the city in any way. Any conclu- 
sions reached had to be ratified 
later. 

If the aldermen wish to, we do 
not see how their right to proceed 
in this way can be successfully 
challenged. ‘There are many deli- 
cate matters which it is extremely 
iadvisable to arrange in private 
conference, Commissioner Kin- 
naird refused the Bulletin reporter 
the information that he desired. 
That paper attacked him for doing 
so, but on Tuesday night the city 
solicitor said that he was quite 
within his rights and the council 
approved his action,

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The council’s grant to the Board of 
Trade was none too large, ‘The citizens 
can depend upon having the money 
spent judiciously. Other western com- 
munities are hard at work and we cannot 
afford to neglect any opportunity to 
bring our resources to the attention of the 
general public.

As we 
fo to press we learn that the firemen have 
met and ayreed to resign as a protest 
against the council’s action, If the vol- 
unteer system is to be retained, it is 
evident that the step taken on ‘Tuesday 
night must be retraced,

The work of the legislature has not 
been wildly exciting during the week, 
After all the fervid oratory which distin- 
suished the opening days of the session 
it was rather a swift descent to the “bili 
respecting the duties of coroners,’ and 
like legislation that has been going 
through the House clause by clause dur- 
ing the past few days. Many of the 
members went home on Friday, returning 
on Monday, when the House reassembled 
at four o'clock, The speaker was at his 
home in Cochrane, over Sunday, C. A. 
Stuart in Calgary, W. F. Puffer in La- 
combe, A. $. Rosenroll in Wetaskiwin, 
and J. R. Mcleod in Ponoka, Mr. Woolf 
went south last week with Deputy Min- 
ister of Agriculture Harcourt on matters 
pertaining to the beet sugar industry. 

The meinbers on the whole are keeping 
very mum on the question of the location 
of the capital, though they have found an 
astonishing number of people who are 
interested in knowing just where they 
stand, Mr. J. J. Young of the Calgary 
Herald, who was in the city last week, 
was principally concerned in sizing up 
the situation in respect to the choice of 
a seat of government, When he returned 
home the following significant paragraph 
appeared in his paper :— 

“There seems to be little doubt that 
the present legislature will attempt to 
locate the capital permanently at Tid- 
monton, 

“Further resistance on Calgary's part 
seems futile. Apparently the northern 
city will have 16 votes on the first ballot 
taken on the location of the permanent 
seat of governinent."' 

There are 13 members north of Red 
Deer in the House at present, and 10 
south, Mr. Moore of that town making 
the 24th, If 16 vote for Edmonton on 
the first ballot, this means that three at 
least of the southern members will unite 
with those from the north, for Mr. Moore 
will certainly cast his ballot for Red 
Deer. ‘That all the remaising seven of 
the men front the south will not support 
Calgary is certain, Mr, Hiebert has ex- 
pressed himself as in favor of Banff and 
the Speaker would naturally be expected 
to favor his own constituency, However, 
it is just as well not to conclude yet that 
everything is over but the cheering, 

The writs for Lethbridge have been 
issued and the new member will probably 
occupy his seat for a few days at the end 
of the session, Nominations take place 
on April 2nd and the election ten days 
later, Contrary to expectations, Mr, 
Ives is not the Conservative nominee, 
Business reasons, he declared, prevented 
his acceptance. But his failure to stand 
»robably means that he and his friends 
mave come to the conclusion that they 
have not a ghost of a chance to carry the 
seat. If he could have been elected, he 
wowd undoubtedly have become leader 
of the opposition and that would have 
been no small honor, even if it had 
brought with it only a couple of follow- 
ers. A. KE. Keffer, a prominent farmer of 
the district, was the choice of the conven- 
tion, 

Of Mr. Simmons his Liberal opponent, 
the editor of the Cardston Star, speaking 
from personal knowledge says:— 

“When it comes to grit and determin? 
ation in the line of duty, W. C. Simmons 
has a marvellous supply of back-bone— 
it’s no cotton thread running up his 
spinal coluunn—and this his opponents 
will discover before the battle is ended."

Mr Hiebert takes strong objection to 
the proposed beet sugar legislation of the 
government, ‘The member for Rosebud 
pointed out the necessity of this in the 
amendment to the address that he moved 
and elaborated it as part of the Opposi- 
tion's policy, The government had not 
mentioned it in the speech from the 
throne but now it comes along and takes 
the wind out of the worthy member's 
sails. Why he should be wrathy is 
difficult to understand. Go long as the 
legislation is introduced it does not make 
any particular difference by whom it is 
brought in and he can claim the credit of 
having forced the government into taking 
action, 

The University Bill is quite indefinite, 
merely providing that a university may 
be established at any future time that the 
government sees fit. 

A feature of the Public Service Act 
whfch came before the House on Monday 
was the clause which forbade all requests 
for increase in salary.

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The Week in Calgary 


A Succersful Clerical Swindler. 
A Scholarly Man to Direct City 
School System. 


Calgary, March 29th. 


The swindler who called himself 
‘Rev.’ J. A. Day, D.D., was evi- 
dently a smooth and very daring 
rascal. He represented himself as 
the representative of the ‘‘Wesleyan 
Orphanage of Macedonia,’’ and 
came armed with credentials from 
prominent British Columbia minis- 
ters. He held one meeting in the 
Methodist Church, at which he 
took in $50 collection, but his 
main source of income was a scheme 
by which he was to send out 
domestics from Macedonia. A 
deposit of $50 to pay the fare of 
the prospective servants was 
required. ‘This was to be deducted 
from their wages later on. ‘Ten 
persons in Calgary, five in Okotoks, 
fifteen in Red Deer, and a few at 
other points made the deposit. 
Day left here presumably for Ed- 
monton but has not been located 
since. He operately extensively 
in British Columbia, and the Ross- 
land authorities estimate that he 
has secured about $20,000 in all. 

The school board has ng [the 
noteworthy step in offering #the 
control of the public school system 
of Calgary to Professor A. iM. 
Scott of the University of New 
Brunswick. Prof. Scott is one of 
the foremost scholars that . the 
Dominion has produced. A large 
salary will have to be paid him if 
he accepts the post, but it is be- 
lieved that if the schools are to be 
efficlent, a thoroughly competent 
man, if he be high-priced, will 
have to be engaged. If the exam- 
ple set by Calgary should be 
followed elsewhere, it would bea 
fine thing for the educational 
interests of the west. Prof. Scott 
was recommended by Prof. Mc- 
Intyre of Winnipeg. 


R. B. Bennett’s illness has been 
a prolonged one. He will be con- 
fined to the house for another week 
at least. 


A popular banker left town when 
K. Ashworth, accountant of the 
Bank of Montreal went to Saska- 
toon to become manager there. A 
complimentary supper was tendered 
him at the Palmetto on Saturday 
night. 


Rev. J. A. Clark’s references to 
the newspapers last Sunday night 
have provoked considerable com- 
ment in the local press. The Herald 
says.--The Herald has only taken 
notice of Mr. Clark’s sermon in 
self defence, and in reply to his 
charge that ‘‘the newspapers of the 
province’ (evidently including The 
Herald—and we must take it that 


he reads all the newspapers of the: 


province) represented the opposite 
candidates 8 as “designing villains,’’ 
and that ‘‘no insinuation was too 
vile,’’ etc., we will be content with 
reminding our clerical censor that 
during the election he refers to The 
Herald did not utter a single word 
or make a single insinuation that 
could be twisted into the remark 
that cither Mr. Cushing, or Mr. 
Stuart, or Mr. Fisher, or Mr. Wal- 
lace, or Mr. McKenzie, or Mr. 
Finlay, or Mr. Marcellus, or Mr. 
Simpson, or any other Liberal 
candidate within its constituency 
was a ‘‘designing villain.’’ If Mr. 


Clark can show that we did, we’ 


will contribute $100 to his church 
or any charity he may designate.’’

Mr Clark’s language was doubt- 
less a trifle stronger than the case 
warranted, but his criticism is on 
the whole well-founded. Any 
newspaper reader knows with what 
utter disregard of the truth accusa- 
tions are made against public men 
for political effect. In Alberta the 
evil is not so great as in some of 
the older provinces, but certain 
sections of the press are excellent 
imitators and such a rebuke as Mr 
Clark’s is exceedingly timely.

He isa Nova Scotian, and 
the leading newspaper of that prov- 
ince, the Halifax Chronicle, makes 
the following caustic comment on 
his case. ‘‘He testified that he 
lived on $800 per year, which 
would be equivalent to about $400 
here. His personal property he 
valued at $50. For a man of Bliss 
Carman’s cast of mind this 1s the 
height of Vagibondia, the quintes- 
sence of Bohemianism, and we have 
no doubt that he feels prouder of 
being presented at the bankruptcy 
court than he would be to be pre- 
sented at the Court of St. James. 
A velvet coat, a lost hair-cut and 
thou beside me singing in the wil- 
derness is Carman’s idea of bliss. 
There is no doubt whatever that if 
he came down from his high 
Pegasus to the common Shank’s 
mare of newspaper work Bliss Car- 
man could make a good _ honest 
living, pay his debts, and perhaps 
find some time to worship his Muse 
occasionally in private, but that 
wouldn't be‘art with a big A. He 
would dearly love to die like Chat- 
terton in his garret—if he could 
only be around in the flesh after- 
wards to enjoy the sensation he had 
created. Come home to Canada, 
Bliss, and start again at fifteera 
week and let her rip.’’ 

Two other Nova Scotians also 
came into prominence during the 
week when Senator Miller made a 
most sensational attack in the 
Upper Chamber at Ottawa on Sen- 
ator Ross. ‘‘A toothless old viper’’ 
was one of the most emphatic ex- 
pressions used by the former to- 
wards the latter, and again Mr, 
Ross was characterized as ‘‘an old 
man over eighty, whose doddering 
lunbs just bear him up those steps 
to the back seat he occupies.’’ 
Senator Miller said his fellow Nova 
Scotian was expelled from the 
Mackenzie Government, and that 
when appointed collector of customs 
at Halifax he set the business 
community in a turmoil, Senator 
Ross made a dignified reply, and 
asked Sir Mackenzie Bowell, who 
was Minister of Customs at the 
time, to say whether his (Senator 
Ross’) administration of the cus- 
toms at Halifax was unjust or 
unfair. Sir Mackenzie promptly 
said that it was not, and that Mr, 
Ross was right in his statement, 
Senator Ross repelled the idea that 
he was weak or doddering in his 
limbs, and challenged his opponent 
to sprint down as far as the gates 
of the Parliament grounds. Is it 
for the sake of occasional perform- 
ances such as this that we maintain 
the Senate? The members certain- 
ly furnish amusement for the public 
at times, but in what respect they 
discharge any really useful function 
is more than the ordinary observer 
can ascertain.

John J. Young, proprietor of the 
Calgary Herald, who was present 
at the opening of the Legislature 
and remained over in Hdimonton 
for some days afterwards contri- 
butes an article to his paper which 
will be read with much interest 
here, coming as it does from so 
keen and kindly an observer. ‘The 
following is an extract : 


‘There's nothing small about Hdmon- 
ton when visitors are to be entertained; 
and when you see the hundreds of friends 
such hospitality creates you are readily 
convinced that it pays. 

“Conditions in Idmonton are more 
conducive to sociability then they are in 
Calgary. Edmonton has not grown so 
fast but that the old timers are not able 
to keep tab on the newcomers, You are 
not long in the town before you see that 
everybody knows everybody else. ‘There 
is a constant succession of parties of all 
kinds, and the ladies complain that the 
strenuosity of social calls leaves then 
scant time for household work. 

“In Calgary servants come higher and 
are harder to obtain than in Edmonton, 
And the influx of strangers has been so 
phenomenal that not even the preach- 
ers can keep track of the new faiilics. 
Calgary has reached such truly metro- 
politan proportions that you don’t know 
your next door neighbor; ang without 
any disrespect to Edmonton, the average 
man here is busier than the average Ed- 
montonian. The stress of rapidly increas- 
ing business demands every man’s whole 
time and energy. 

But with all this Rdmonton can teach 
Calgarians one lesson, When,a move- 
ment for the good of the community is 
proposed you don't hear a lot of critics 
and carpers going around imputing mean 
motives and whispering that somebody 
is trying to make a big rake-off. Every- 
body works with an united will and all 
citizens are truly loyal to each other and 
to their town. 

“The trouble with some Calgarians is 
that things have come too easy. The 
town has grown more by reason of its 
fine situation, natural advantages and 
big industries than by the collective 
enterprise of the citizens, though that 
enterprise has at times been by no means 
lacking. 

‘There is no nged for jealousy between 
Calgary and Kdmonton. When north 
and south get to know each other better 
it will be mutually agreed that this 
province—the best in Canada—is big 
enough and rich enough to support two 
great cities 200 miles apart, with several 
sinaller ones in between and around, and 
that the growth of Calgary will help 
Edmonton, and vice versa."’ 


Edmonton cannot agree with all 
of Mr Young's opinions but it must 
appreciate the spirit in which they 
are expressed, [or tnstance we 
cannot admit that Hdmonton has 
grown at a less rapid rate than 
Calgary. A comparison of the 
figures of the census of 1901 with 
the present estimates of population 
does not show that this is the case, 
while its immediate future, if by 
reason of nothing else than railway 
development, must hold more for 
this city. As for old-timers keep- 
ing tab on new-comers, we have 
yet to hear of one who has not 
ceased long ago in the attempt to 
do so. With every possible shelter, 
down to the sheds on the I xhibi- 
tion grounds, crowded with new 
comers, it is hard to understand 
how the influx could be any more 
‘* phenomenal,’’ 

As for the public spirit to 
which Mr Young refers, we flatter 
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ourselves that it has been and is 
still a factor in the city’s develop- 
ment. But we must remember 
that there is always a tendency on 
the part of a stranger to over-esti- 
mate this. He sees the citizens on 
public occasions only and is apt to 
forget that the little meannesses, of 
the existence of which he has so 
much reason to be aware in his 
own town, do not show themselves 
then. Human nature has its im- 
perfections everywhere but taking 
them all in all, the people of Ed- 
monton fully deserve the compli- 
ment which our recent visitor pays 
them, - 

As for the senseless rivalry be- 
tween the two cities to which Mr 
Young takes exception, it has long 
since ceased to exist, if it ever 
existed at all, so far as Hdmonton 
is concerned. Weare confident as 
to our own future ‘and are doing all 
that is possible to build up a_ great 
city here. ‘To us it has always 
appeared a sheer waste of energy to 
try and decry a neighboring muni- 
cipality, We have been quite 
aware that Calgary has done every- 
thing possibie to prejudice us in 
the eyes of the outside world but 
there is nothing surer than that this 
constant knocking has been to our 
advantage, ‘I‘he world soon came 
to the conclusion that a city of 
which another was so jealous must 
amount to something. However, 
we are quite willing to let bygones 
be bygones and to welcome the 
indications which Mr Young and 
others have given us that we can 
look forward to more friendly 
relations with our neighbors, 
Calgary has a fine chance to become 
a flourishing centre and we sincere- 
ly wish it all prosperity. 


The influx of newcomers is ex- 
ceeding allanticipations. ‘The same 
story comes from all parts of the 
west. Every train that comes into 
Hdimonton is loaded down with 
strangers. ‘The immigration office 
has been the busiest spot in town. 
Landseekers have started out in 
every direction from the city. ‘Ihe 
committee of the council, which 
was given the task of arranging 
temporary quarters, secured the 
exhibition buildings for the pur- 
pose. ‘The Dominion government 
is bearing the expense and they 
were soon fitted up. Hach night 
this week over a hundred of people 
have found accommodation there 
and at the Iminigration building. 
Mr Sutter is to be highly compli- 
mented on the way in which he has 
handled the enormous crowd. ‘he 
greatest interest is being manifested 
in the progress of settlement along 
the C.N.R. ord comes that from 
every station along the line large 
crowds are starting out to be soon 
swallowed up in the vast expanse 
of territory that has so long been 
waiting the coming of the indus- 
triousagriculturist. 

The report that the C. P. R, 
intends to put up the price of its 
lands along the C.N.R, and G.I. PF. 
to $20 an acre has had a disturbing 
effect. Such action would drive 
setlement away from these lines. 
The C.P.R. officialsdeny that there 
is any truth in the rumor, so that 
it is hardly fair to criticize them 
till some such ‘step is actttally 
taken. One would think this cor- 
poration was already unpopular 
enough in Western Canada without 
getting further into the people’s 
bad books, 

‘The Strathcona Council has deci- 
ded to establish a hospital.

house will be rented and put in 
shape for the reception of patients, 
at the civic expense, For its future 


‘support it will be dependent upon 


the beneficence of citizens. ‘The 
Berry house, which the projectors 
of the institution have in view, will 
accommodate 25 patients, and is 
well suited in all respects for the 
purpose. The provincial govern- 
ment will pay forty cents per day 
per patient while the C. P. R. will 
deduct fifty cents a month from the 
pay of all employees as far south as 
Ponoka, for the purposes of the 
hospital.

The Household. 


To prepare mutton broth and barley 
for a delicate child, or for a convalescent 
adult person isa particular matter, and 
should be done with the greatest care and 
precision, . 

Two pounds and a half of mutton— 
not lamb—should be chosen from the 
shoulder, This should be put into a 
sinall ketUle with a quart to three pints of 
cold water and a scant teaspoon of salt. 
Put this on the range and let it heat 
slowly. As soonas it begins to bubble 
remove the scum, and then not allow the 
broth to boil, but keep it just below the 
hoiling point until the neat is thorough- 
ly cooked, when it should be removed 
from the fire and poured off into an 
earthen dish, leaving the meat for some 
other use. There should be one quart. of 
the broth. 

The barley should be cooked from six 
to ten hours in a double boiler, using one 
cup barley to four ectps water. When 
thoroughly ceoked strain and keep in an 
sarthen dish, 

Use broth and barley together—heat- 
ing the broth and adding 
amount of barley seems inviting to the 
invalid. There is no better food that can 
be given to an adult or child that is re- 
covering from any form of bowel trouble.
